Fifty policemen and a thousand citizens 
were led a hot chase at noon Wednesday 
by Marion Brown, a negro who had been 
convicted and heavily fined by Judge Pea- 
body. 

Brown broke away from his captors and 
ran through the Four Courts corridors 
like a whirlwind. It was fifteen minutes 
before he was retaken, and not then until 
he had been made a target of by the 
policemen and had completely exhausted 
himself, 

Brown and another negro had been fined 
$50 each for idling and trespass. It was 
alleged they were trying to break into a 
house on Washington, near Ewing avenue. 

When the prisoners were being led back 
from the cage into Judge Peabody’s court- 
room to the holdover in the basement, 
Brown made his dash for liberty. He was 
in the middle of a group of prisoners and 
they were going down the aisle on the 
south side of the courtroom. There are 
three windows opening into a court. Brown 
suddenly sprang through the middle win- 
dow. He was off like a flash and ran across 
the court into the main corridor of the Four 


Courts. 

Deputy Sheriff Vollmer, who was in charge 
of the prisoners, was the first to observe 
the escape. He started after Brown and 


followed him out of the main entrance, 
He saw he could not outrun the negro, so 
he drew his revolver and fired two shois 
in the alr. 

Policemen in blue uniforms and detectives 
in citizens’ clothes emerged from every 
quarter of the building and joined in the 
chase. They supposed some desperate mur- 
derer was escaping. They drew their re- 
volvers and scattered in every direction, 
intent upon cutting off every avenue of 
efcape. 

Brown led his pursuers west on Clark ave- 
nue to Twe.fth street. Then he ran into 
an alley opening on Twelfth, between Clark 
avenue and Walnut street. Several more 
shots were fired at him, but they only made 
him run the faster. He ran into the yard at 
the rear of Sander's soda water establish- 
ment and clambered over some sheds and 
dropped into Mike Howard's blacksmith 
shop yard. 

The place was literally surrounded with 

policemen, and citizens blockaded the 
street. The police did not know who they 
were looking for, but were ready to take 
anybody who would run, 
A small-sized negro mixed with the crowd 
for a few moments and then carelessly 
sauntered across Eleventh street. He en- 
tered the yard at 200 South Eleventh street 
and was walking slowly away when some 
marshall spied him. 

‘There he goes! Stop him!” cried the ex- 
cited official, pointing at the negro. 

Brown started on a rurg Patrolmen Fal- 
vey and Keenan led the chase. They ran 
through the yard, and the remainder of the 
police broke through an alley to head him 
off. 

Brown ran into the house of a colored 
woman on the alley. The police saw him 
enter. The door was slammed and locked, 
The police did not wait for a warrant. They 
ran against the door. It was pushed from 
its hinges as though it were a toy, Brown 
was found crawiing under ai bed and 
dragged out, 

He was puffing like a steam engine from 
his run. 

He 
had no word of explanation to offer and was 
sullen and silent. 

The police say Brown has been arrested 
half a dozen times for stealing.

The residue of the co6l wave, Mr. Frank- 
enfield says, will have arrived in the city 
by night.

subjected the people of St. Louis were not 
more severe than those of other cities. The 
maximum temperature here was $4 and 
Chicago, with all her boasted lake breezes 
and her nearness to the North Pole, was 
as hot to the very degree. At Cincinnati 
it was also 94. In New York the maximum 
temperature was 86, at New Orleans 92, at 
Galveston 90, at Omaha 82, at Salt Lake 
City 88, at St. Paul 72 and at Kansas City, 
which seems to have been the hub and core 
of the meiting monsoon of yesterday, it was 
as high as 96.

The Case Against Kennedy 
May Prove to Be Weak. 


POLICE BELIEVE THE 
DENTIST IS GUILTY. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2&4.—The diamonds 
which it is believed “‘Dolly’’ Reynolds wore 
when she was murdered occupies the at- 
tention of the detectives. 

The Central office has not secured @ 
single clew which promised to clear up the 
mystery of the bludgeon, and so they let It 
drop temporarily, and the detectives devoted 
themselves to searching for the jewelry. 

Incidentally, they tried to learn some- 
thing more about the bogus check, al- 
though they have decided to wait until the 
experts in handwriting make their report 
before making any very determined effort 
to establish its connection with the tragedy. 

The report of Mr. Ames and Mr. Car- 
valho may show that the handwriting on 
the check is that of three different persons. 
To fhe unskilled eye this appears to be 
true. The name “Emma Reynolds” is to- 
tally different from the handwriting of 
“Dudley Gideon,”’ and neither bears any 
resemblance apparently to Dr. Kennedy's 
aignature on the back of the check. 

“he detectives have hoped that the dila- 
monds which were taken from ‘Dolly” 
Reynolds might be found in a pawnshop. 
They have impressed pawnbrokers particu- 
larly with the importance of reporting any 
diamonds of considerable size which may 
be offered as piedges, If Dr. Kennedy can 
be connected with the diamonds it would 
make the case against him look very black 
indeed. The natural inference. would be 
that robbery was the motive for killing the 
young woman.

Some of them 
through fright, while othera yelled a the 
tops of their voices, The sleepers under 
the rails were burning, and the roofs of 
the carr.ages were crackling. 

The train dashed along at a tremendous 
rate of speed and was soon out of danger, 
Then the passengers became hysterical and 
laughed and cried.

In establishing this claim he finds 
his only hope of escaping prison or a shot- 
gun, as it is said that Col. George Porter- 
field of Charleston, W. Va., father of the 
latest Mrs. Mackey, has given him a lim- 
ited number of days or at best freedom, in 
which to establish his innocence of bigamy. 
The prominence of the Porterfields, the 
Spottswoods, to one of whom the girl was 
engaged, and the probability of additional 
development, makes the affair of the Mack- 
eys interesting. 

Beautiful is not an extravagant term in 
which to refer to the present Mrs. Mackey.

When Gov. Stephens’ new Police Commissioner told the 
Democratic City Central Committee that he favored appoint- 
ing to the police torce only’ Democrats who were approved by 
the ward and precinct committeemen he gave the Stephens 
administration in St. Louis a long push towards perdition.

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A VALUABLE LESSON. 


In his letter to the New York World on the naval peace 
parade, ex-Secretary of the Navy Herbert wrote: “Santiago 
was not a strategic point. Its capture and the capture of 20,- 
000 soldiers decided nothing. It was the completé. destruction 
of Spanish power on the high seas that settied the question.” 

Mr. Herbert tuuches the core of the lessons of the war. The 
result was a timely and practical demonstration of the truth 
of the theory of the dominant influence of sea power. With 
her navy destruyed Spain was powerless. It must always be 
so ina war between nations separated by seas. 

When the destinies of the world were decided on the conti- 
nent of EBurops, where the boundaries of nations were arbi- 
trary lines, armies determined the issue. We have clung 
blindly to European traditions. The big army as an instru- 
ment of international predominance has become a supersti- 
tion. We-forge: that the cénter of conflict has shifted to the 
New World, where the highways are on the water. 

We need no big standing army to maintain our own. We 
can have no contact with European nations except by water. 
We can accomplish every end, except, perhaps, those of actual 
conquest and subjugation, which can have no place in an 
American programme, by means of naval power. 

We need not fcar effective invasion with a navy to protect 
our coasts. A small military establishment for garrison duty 
and as a nucleus for an army of well-trained citizen soldiery, 
to be called upon in an emergency, is sufficient for our needs. 

The navy is not, like a standing army, a menace to the liber- 
ties of the people. It is effective only against enemies. There

Most of the fighting was with smal!l arms, 
and few men, in the American army at 
least, were killed or wounded by shells.

FIRST STORY TOLD 
BY AN EYE-WITNESS. 


Dramatic Scene When the Widow 
Pointed Her Hand at the Slayer 
of Her Husband—She Was 
Present at Shooting. 


Inquiry into the shooting that caused the 
death of James Baker of 505 Ridge avenue, 
Sunday evening, was begun before Deputy 
Coroner Lioyd at 10 o’clock. Wednesday 
morning. 

Baker was shot by Campbell Allgaier, a 
neighbor, after a quarrel. 

The case attracted great attention, and 
when the prisoner was brought up the 
police had to force an entrance into the 
Coroner's office. 

Mrs. Baker, the dead man’s widow, her 
usual paleness accentuated by the widow’s 
weeds, was present. She is a comely 
blonde, and the suffering of the last week 
has left deep circles under her eyes, and 
her mouth appears unnaturally drawn. She 
was accompanied by her sisters, Miss Irene 
Johnson, who has been her companion and 
shield against the public since the tragedy, 
and Clara Johnson, a 14-year-old miss of 
determined mien and unusual composure, 

Allgaier sat close to the witness stand 
during the session, an interested listener, 
Now and then he would speak to his attor- 
ney, Mr. Bass, suggesting a question or 
denying some part of the Bakers’ testi- 
mony. 

Mrs. Baker was the first witness. 

Her testimony was given in a low voice 
that was kept steady by an evident effort. 

She said on the evening of the shooting 
she was in the yard of her home with her 
husband and two sisters. It was about 10 
o'clock, she thought, that she saw Alligaier 
approaching. Mr. Baker rose from beside 
her and went to the gate to meet Allgatier. 

“My husband met Mr. Allgaier at the 
gate,’ she said, “and they immediately be- 
gan talking about Miss Betty Allgaier.

STRIKE TROUBLE 
NEAR A CRISIS 


Thousands of Strikers Await 
Negroes at Pana. 


SHERIFF HAS SWORN 
iN 100 DEPUTIES. 


MEANTIME UNION MEN FROM 
ALL OVER THE STATE ARRIVE 
TO AID THEIR FELLOWS. 


TEN IMPORTED WORKERS 
ESCORTED TO THE LIMITS. 


Officers Are Armed With Winchesters 
and Coburn Declares That, How- 
ever Unwilling, They Will 
Be Compiled to Obey. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PANA, Ill, Aug. %4.—Sheriff Coburn as- 
sembled his 125 deputies at the City Hall 
at 8 o'clock this morning, swore all of them 
in, gave them instructions and armed all 
of them with Winchesters, 

Ten negroes and Italians arrived in the 
city last night, but were escorted to the 


limits by a committee of miners and in- 
duced to leave town. 

The strikers are being reinforced hourly 
from over the State, and it is estimated 
that fully 3000 men will be here by Thurs- 
day morning. 

The miners are assembled near the track 
of the Illinois Central in large bodies 
awaiting arrival of the negroes, 


The special Illinois Central train arrived 
at Pana at 8:45 o’clock from Birmingham, 
Ala., with 200 negroes, The train was rushed 
through the city at 2% miles per hour to 
the Springside coal mine, outside the city 
limits, where the negroes were unloaded 
under guard of deputy sheriffs 

Several hundred miners were at TUnion 
Depot to meet the imported men and talk 
with them, but were refused the privilege 
by Sheriff Coburn. All grounds at Spring- 
side Mine are under heavy guard and no 
citizens are permitted to pass the lines on 
penalty of being shot. 

The strike leaders are in communication 
with Gov. Tanner and have asked him to 
inquire into the efficiency of the negroes 
and he has answered that he will send the 
State Mine Inspectors to examine them. 

Sheriff Coburn, in an authorized interview, 


says: 

“We apprehend no danger of any conse- 
Quence, but ere prepared if any rioting 
should occur; in any case, we foresee no 
bloodshed, and think the matter wil] be 
handled within the law. There may be 
some minor outbreaks, but nothing of any 
serious nature.”’ ; 

One hundred men have been deputized for 
duty. These deputies are made up of busi- 
ness and professional men in the city. There 
are many who waver, and in a local daily 
paper, Sheriff Coburn ingerted the following 
notice: 

“By the power invested in me, I, Ira Co- 
burn, Sheriff of Christian County, State of 
Illinois, hereby command all deputies to as- 
semble at the City Hall in Pana Wednesday 
morning at 8 o'clock sharp. No excuses 
will be accepted. By order of 

“IRA COBURN, Sheriff.”

Ignorant 
biacks, half frightened to death, were seen 
Shedding tears and Pleading to be per- 
mitted to pass the deputies’ lines and 
leave the city. 

The un‘on miners have agreed to pay 
the fare of the negroes to return hone 
to Alabama, and fully expect all to leave 
the city by Thursday night.

ST. LOUISANS FOR CON- 
TRIBUTIONS. 


THEIR CONDITION PITIFUL. 


Dead and Dying Volunteers in the 
Hospitals at Hempton and the 
Government Doing 
Little 


Mrs. H. V. Lucas of 3837 Washington av- 
enue is in receipt of a letter from Mrs. 
Henry Kelly, a philanthropic and patriotic 
woman now at Hampton, Va., in which the 
urgent necessity of caring for sick soldiers 
is set forth. Mrs. Kelly requests Mrs. Lu- 
cas to refer the situation to the Post-Dis- 
patch in order thet the world may know of 
the suffering that prevails. 

Accompanying a note from Mrs, Lucas 
the Post-Dispatch has received Mrs. Kel- 
ly’s letter, sine a clipping from the New 
York Evening Post, in which F. M. Arm- 
strong of Hampton, Va., has a two-column 
article giving a graphic description of the 
condition of the American soldier to-day. 

Among other things Mr. Armstrong says: 

The time has arrived, as it seems to me, 
when silence ceases to be a virtue, and in 
spite of my agreement with you as to the in- 
advisability of washing our national dirty linen 
in public, I should be glad to’ put on record 
some of my personal observationsa..during the 
last few months, at the same time recognizing 
that a very different problem now coufronts 
those citizens who love their country mucb, 
but honor more. 

At this poiri, since last March, has been 
unfolded a panorama of war, which, in its be- 
ginping, was sufficiently dazzling to hide for 
the time its real meaning. 

Now our soldiers are returned to us without 
having struck a blow, maimed and incapaci- 
tated, not by the chances of war, but—Heaven 
forgive us all—as the victims of official incom- 
petepee, if not corruption. 

As an example of the treatment accord- 
ed soldiers returning from Santiago, Mr. 
Armstrong makes the following statement 
concerning the Breakwater and its lack of 
facilities for taking care of the sick and 
wounded: 

The hold of the Breakwater is about 125 feet 
long, 256 teet wide and 10 feet high. There 
were three tiers of bunks, she having been 

tted to carry troops to Cuba. Ventilation and 
ight came only through the hatchway and two 
port-holes in the bow, which could pot be 
opened except in perfectly calm weather. At 
midday it was so dark that the men’s faces 
could not be seen except by artificial light, and 
the condition of the air may be imagined. Into 
this hold were put about 100 men, sick and 
wounded. A»ove, in the staterooms, were put | 
47 more of those who were considered the worst 


| 


cases. As it proved, however, many of the 
worst cases developed below. 

There were two surgeons on board; no nurses; 
six hospital attendants, one of whom knew 
something about his business, the others were 
entirely new t» 1t. They had absolutely noth- 
ing to eat except canned beef, sardines, bacon 
and hardtack; the coffee was undrinkable. The 
officers got, in addi @n, canned turtle soup, 
but the sick men, tociuding the typhoids, were 
fed exclusively on the articles above mentioned. 
Two of them died immediately after landing. 
Fortunately ice held out until the last day. The 
recovery from wounds is due to the antiseptic 
treatment used. 

This is not the time, nor fs it my place, to 
bring charges .against individuals, and, in- 
deed, it is bardly to be hoped that this easy- 
going nation of ours will immediately see 
the necesrity of calling to justice criminals 
who happen aiso to be office-bolders. For 
that we who know the facts will*probably 
have to walt, cheering ourselves in the 
meantime with the conviction that ‘‘though 
the mills of God grind slowly, yet they grind 
exceedingly small.”’ 

While we admit that the question of indl- 
vidual suffering muet, in this as in all wars, 
be made secondary, we still claim that the 
economic foundation upon which armies are 
built up is and must always be. of primary 
importance, and in the nature of things must 
take precedence of everything else, and here 
the evidence of bad business metbods are 
too flagrant to be passed over. If men are 
to be put in the field as efficient fighting- 
machines, they must be cared for as ma- 
chines arc cared for; that it, the conditions 
which are essential to health must be pro- 
vided, and that this has not been accom- 
plished during the present war is, I believe, 
officially admitted, while it is certainly known 
to all who have beep in a position to make 
personal observations. 

That the sanitary condition of an army 
is the Index to its efficiency is a very simple 
roposition, and its corollary is equally simple. 
f our Commissary and Medical departments 
have not been able so to control conditions 
as to keep the men in the field and ont of the 
hospital, then they have either undertaken 
something which they personally were unequal 
to handling, or they have been confronted by 
the impossible. 

Luckily for us, we fleshed our maiden swords 
wpon a puny antagonist, but if we had met a 
foeman worthy of our steel—what then? 

At the end of a three months’ war, to find 
ourselves with a practically bedridden army, 
the various departments of which are vying 
with each other in the endeavor to shirk re- 
esponsibility, is not an encouraging situation. 
Our troops have shown so conclusively o 
what stuff they are made that even the most 
expert apologist has, I think, not yet at- 
tempted to put the blame upon their much- 
enduring shoulders; but it is apparent that, as 
a nation, we have hardly learned the A B O 
of war-making. At one of two doors lies the 
responsibility for this—either our present sys- 
tem of government cannot be adapted to con- 
ditions essential to successful warfare, or 
those who have of late undertaken to ad- 
minister that system are not the men for the 
place. 

In her letter Mrs. Kelly says the Red 
Cross Society is doing all in its power for 
the relief of sick soldiers, but the task is 
too great and outside help is needed. Food, 
medicine and clothing are needed, and the 
patriotic women who are trying to care for 
the returned soldiers appeal for contribu- 
tions.
